MEXICO CITY, March 4.—( UP) 
Bogus divorces are probably held 
by more than 100 Americans, it was 
revealed today when Mexican offi- 
cials pressed an investigation of an 
alleged fraudulent divorce mill cen- 
tering in the state of Morelos. 

Fourteen counterfeit decrees were 
understood to have been issued 
through a New York law firm, al- 
though the cases were pidgeonholed 
in Mexican courts for months. It 
was believed more than 100 others 
were issued without ever being tak- 
en to court. 

American consular officials re- 
eently refused to authenticate fur- 
ther signatures on divorces granted 
to Americans pending investigation. 
Previous signatures were secured by 
misrepresentation, it was alleged.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—(?)— 
National bank assets reached $21,- 
747,483,000 at the close of 1933—a 
new high since last March’s bank 
holiday. : 

The figures were made public to- 
day by J. F. T. O’Connor, comp- 
troller of the currency, in a sum- 
mary of statistics on the December 
30 national bank: call. 

The vear-end assets were held by 
5,159 licensed national banks. They 
represented an increase of 30548,834.,- 
000 over assets held by 5,057 licensed 
banks on October 25, and a  $8S6.- 
reported 
by 4,902 banks last June 30. 

Loans and discounts, including re- 
discounts, were $8,101,156,000 on 
December 30, as compared’ with 
$8,257,937.000 at the October cell 
and $8,116,972,000 at the June reck- 
oning. 

National banks at the beginning of 
1934 held $4,469,147,000 in govern- 
ment securities representing increases 
in the two and six-month periods of 
$357,502,000 and $437,571,000, _ re- 
Other bonds and securi- 
ties held aggregated $3,401.625,000 
for respective increases of $158,355,- 
000and $61,570,000. 

$4,060,818,000 Balances Due. 


Balances due from correspondent 
banks and bankers, including reserve

Youth Movement Hedged by Franchise Restrictions; 
Youth Can’t Be Much Worse Than Its Elders. °

Editor’s Note: The Constitution prints herewith the first of West- 
brook Pegler’s daily comments on life in general in the United States. 
Mr. Pegler, who has been known for years as the premier humorist 
among the nation’s reporters and commentators on sports events, 
carries into his new work one of the most analytical minds in the 
newspaper profession. He often has been referred to as being as 
droll as Ring Lardner, as iconoclastic as Henry Mencken and possess- 
ing the homely insight of Will Rogers. While Mr. Pegler often may 
take views diametrically opposed to those of The Constitution this 
paper will present his articles uncensored and uncut in the knowledge 
that Pegler will never prove less than thoroughly entertaining. 


NEW YORK. March 4.—In the sport business. I had the 
advantage of considerable observation of those young veople who 
are lumped together under the name of youth. I am unable to 
understand just what is desired of them by persons who think youth 
ought to take a more influential part in the running of the country 
and I do not believe youth gets the idea very clearly, either. 

1 wonder how youth would go about it, anyway, considering 
that most of this element is less than 21 years old and, therefore, 
ineligible to vote or hold public office. Yet, it does seem that if 
intelligence is so important in citizenship as to warrant the great 
expense of pouring so much education over so many young people, 
then youth could be allowed to do some voting and not be stood off 
and treated, so far as the franchise goes, like imbeciles, felons and 
foreigners until they reach the age of 21. . 

Who was it, anyway, that got up the idea that youth automatical- 
ly undergoes some marvelous change at the precise instant of the 
last hour of the 2ist year and ceases to be infantile and .becomes 
mature? | am fond of the idea that there are many kids in second- 
year high school who, on any basis of reckoning which you would 
care to select, would make better and. more conscientious voters 
than an eqtal number of selected citizens of much greater age. 
They might sometimes even sacrifice self-interest for a principle in 
marking a ballot and because the young ones seem to be gamer 
and more daring and to have more interest in their convictions 
than personal consequences. 

They are impressionable to be sure, and subject to enthusiasm 
which might lead them astray. But there are no youths below the 
age of 21 among those who elected Jimmy Walker twice mayor of 
New York or Mr. Thompson three times mayor of Chicago or Len 
Small or Tony Cermak and | wonder who will undertake to argue 
that a class of voters of senior high school or college age and in- 
telligence could be regimented to worse purpose than large blocks of 
citizens who vote according to dumb, party instinct or the instruc- 
tions of precinct committeemen or their own business interests. 

Youth is not allowed to buy a drink in licensed premises or 
dispose of property freely and it is the prerogative of people who 
have passed the age of 35, and have, in many cases, failed of con- 
spicuous success in life, to deplert the shallowmess and heedless- 
ness of youth. — 

Shallowness and heedlessness, hey? 

Well, who was shallow and heedless during the years of the 
Gorgeous and Goofy Era of Prosperity in the N. S. A.. when°the 
manufacturers of Ohio were voting for prohibition because. liquor 
was bad for the working man and then proéeeded to Florida in the 
winter to load up their trunks with Scotch brought in from the 
West Indies and ship it back to their cellars in East Liverpool, 
Alliance and Canton? I met some very substantial businessmen in 
Florida in those days who regarded themselves as importnat citizens 
and well qualified to decide what was good for the working man and 
the country. And were those people youths, or were they elders, 
who were standing around the gambling tables in Saratoga, Louis- 
ville, Atlantic City, Palm Beach and Miami, tossing off enough 
pleasure money in one night to support a working man’s family a 
year and blabbering, solemnly, when you let them, about condi- 
tions? What conditions? Just conditions. They loved to talk 
about conditions in their: dull, dumb, opinionated, prosperous way. 
Conditions wére fine and getting better all the time and Mr. Cool- 
idge was the greatest president since Washington and it would 
always be possible to call. up the broker and bet $500 and win 
$3,000 between morning and night, with nobody ever the loser. 

That wasn’t youth. I was taking some pretty close squints at 
youth all that time and they were nosing into their books pretty 
steadily right along and firing furnaces and shoving trays of dishes 
around to pay their way through school. 

Youth can hang for murder for there is no law which says 
that a boy of 19 or 20 is too young to pay off when he is taken in 
the crime of homicide. And in time of war he can carry a musket 
or fly a plane but he is too young to_be trusted with the solemn 
responsibility of voting against someone who has been selected in 
a back room as the peopte’s choice for mayor or president. Al- 
though that is not beyond the capacity of the citizen voter who, in 
40 years’ residence in the United States, has barely learned to read 
et a as a ribbon strip across the top of the five-star sporting 
inal. 

This seems to bring me to the point of suggesting that when 
they are smart enough they are old enough to vote and that many 
a man and woman arrives at three score years and ten without 


reaching the age of citizenship.

FDR. 10 DISCLOSE 
NCW PLANS ON NRA 
IN ADDRESS TODAY 


4,000 Members of Code 
Authorities To . Hear 
Speech; Anniversary 
Dinner Held. 


By ARTHUR F. DEGREVE. 

WASHINGTON, March 4.—(UP) 
Faced by demands for a 50-hour week 
and higher minimum wages,. President 
Roosevelt put the finishing touches 
tonight to a speech which he will 
make to more than 4,000 members of 
code authorities tomorrow when they 
gather here to revise and strengthen 
NRA industrial agreements. 

In the presence of members of his 
cabinet and other high government of- 
ficials, the chief executive will appear 
at Constitution hall at 11 a. m. to- 
morrow to outline the objectives of 
the recovery program as it enters its 
second lap, and perhaps to warn the 
code authorities of the need of greater 
co-operation for recovery. Recovery 
Administrator Hugh S. Johnson ‘and 
Donald R. Richberg, chief counsel of 
NRA, also will address the gathering. 

Special importance is laid to the 
president’s address—his first public 
act as he enters his second year in 
the White House. Every seat in tie 
spacious hall has been spoken for. 
The president’s recommendations are 
expected to follow a five-point pro- 
gram which General Johnson has em- 
vhasized needed immediate attention. 

t follows: < 

Insurance that price increases do 
not outrun wage increases. 

Prevention of industrial or labor 
controél against public interest. 

Stricter code compliance. 

Insurance of statutory rights of 
labor. 

Maximum contribution by NRA to 
solution of the purchasing power and 
unemployment problems. 

The chief executive thus. far has 
not. expressed himself on a_ work- 
week shorter than that prescribed in 
the codes drafted and now in effect. 
Johnson, however, has opposed legis- 
lation calling for a compulsory 30- 
hour week and prefers instead a 36- 
hour week brought about through 
codes. He agrees that a shorter work- 
week is vital. 

Labor Rules Strengthened. 


The first move toward making 
compliance to the codes more effec- 
tive came over the week-end when 
the president by executive order 
made the national labor board an in- 
dependent agency with authority to 
force prompt enforcement its decisions 
in industrial disputes. Prior to this 
order, the labor board was an ad- 
junct of the NRA and its decisions 
were subject to review by the na- 
tional compliance board. 

In commenting on the executive 
order, Chairman Robert F. Wagner, 
of the labor board, said: 

“The national labor board is now 
in a position to deal expeditiously 
with the small minority of employes 
who’ violate the self-organization and 
collective bargaining rights of labor.” 
Wagner has a bill before the senate 
which would outlaw company unions, 
which have caused: the labor board 
most of its difficulties. 

Spurred by criticism during the 
NRA. protest forum last week, the 
board referred the*controversial Weir- 
ton Steel Company case to the jus- 
tice department for immediate prose- 
cution. The right of company em- 
ployes to hold an election under the 
supervision of the labor board to se- 
lect representatives to bargain with 
employers is involved.

9 MILLIONS SPENT 
IN 3-DAY PERIOD 
FOR ARMY PLANES 


Closing Days of Hoover 
Regime Witnessed Lav- 
ish Expenditures, Prob- 
ers of House Told. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—(/)— 
Figures showing that the war depart- 
ment spent $24,000,000 on airplanes 
in the last three and a half years of 
the Hoover administration and $5,- 
000,000 in the last three days today 
put a new puzzler up to congressional 
investigators of army expenditures. 

These figures were presented to the 
military affairs committee, which has 
been ordered by the house to investi- 
gate reported irregularities in the 
spending of national defense money. 


Committee members, chary of 
charges that they were conducting a 
partisan investigation for political ad- 
vantage, were quick to explain that 
they tad no intention of trying to 
put all the blame for the “$5,000,000 
rush orders” on republican office- 
holders. As one member said: 

“It must be remembered that the 
regular officers of the army have had 
considerable influence on the civilian 
officials charged with responsibility 
for the contracts. Last March, they 
were not certain as to what attitude 
the new president, his secretary of 
war, and their assistants, would take 
toward. aviation.” 

Statements Submitted. 


Detailed statements on all war de- 
partment contracts for airplanes, 
parts and equipment since 1926 have 
been submitted to the committee. 
These show, in the three and one-haif 
years ending last March 4, contracts 
totaling $24,000,000. 

But from mid-December to March 
4, around $10,000,000, or nearly half 
the total, was contracted. And on 
March 1, 2 and 3, the total commit- 
ments were, roughly, $5,000,000.

GASOLINE SUPPLY 


IN PLANE MEAGER 


Planned To Follow 
Straight Line to Den- 
mark and Fly Over 180 
Miles of Water. 


PARIS, March 5 (Monday.)—(4)— 
More than 36 hours overdue on an 
8UU0-mile flight to Copenhagen, Dieu- 
donne Coste, the “Lindbergh of 
France,” was believed early today to 
have fallen—possibly to his death. 

Air circles in France and Denmark 
were without a trace of the air hero 
who made the first non-stop westward 
crossing of the Atlantic from Paris 
to New York in 1930. He left Le. 
Bourget field alone at noon Saturday 
for the Danish capital. 

Word from Denmark revealed that 
airmen were prepared to start at 
dawn on an exhaustive search of the 
winding shores and inland regions, 
armed with meager and unverified re- 
ports that his plane had been heard 
over Danish coasts. 

Although close friends said lack of 
word from the flyer himself was not 
necessarily alarming, professional 
fliers admitted at 2 a. m. today that 
hope of finding him alive was fading. 


Plane Heard. 


(From Essjerg, Denmark, west of 
Jutland, came word from inhabitants 
early yesterday morning that they 
had heard an airplane but were un- 
able to sight the craft on account. of 
darkness.) 

Friends pointed out that Coste sel- 
dom. telegraphed concerning his land- 
ings when on trips, even to his wife. 
Mrs. Mary Coste, a beautiful former 
film actress,. presumably had not even 
heard that her husband was missing. 
She was at a winter sports resort 
near Megeve and efforts to commu- 
nicate with her were unsuccessful. 

Coste was in a small plane with 
a gasoline supply barely sufficient to 
carry him to his destination. He had 
no xireless and no equipment for 
night*flying. These circumstances in- 
creased the anxiety of his friends. 

He left Le Bourget air field at 
12:15 p. m. Saturday on a business 
trip. He intended to arrange a deal 
between the Danish government and 
French airplane motor manufactur- 
ers. His trip had been delayed by re- 
cent illness. 

All Radios Busy. 


Northern Europe was flooded with 
radio calls in an effort to locate 
Coste. All airports reached in 
France, Belgium, Holland and Ger- 
many were without information. 

Coste had told friends he was “a 
little short on gasoline, but I ought 
to make it just the same.” It was 
known he planned to fly over the 
North sea channel to avoid passing 
over German territory. This was a 
longer. water span than the ordinary 
route, despite the fact it was known 
Coste had an aversion to flying over 
water. 

French air authorities said they 
did not plan to join immediately in 
the air search conducted from n- 
mark, because they believed Coste 
was down in an isolated place far be- 
yond French frontiers, or else he 
would have been reported. He is well 
konwn to be a cautious pilot. 

The Copenhagen airport was il- 
luminated in anticipation of his ar- 
rival all last night and the night be- 
fore. Danish authorities called upon 
all shipping to be on watch. 

Coste, in the plane “Question 
Mark.” nearly four years ago, with 
Maurice Bellonte, made the 4,100- 
mile hop from Paris to New York in 
37 hours and 17 minutes. 

Nations Acclaimed Feat. 


Both France and America ac- 
claimed his feat of September, 1930, 
as comparable to that of Colonel

LEIPZIG, Germany, March 4.— 
(P}—Opening the 700-year-old Leipzig 
Fair, Dr. Joseph Goebbels, nazi min- 
ister of propaganda, today joyously 
cried “The worst is behind us.” 

A second grand nazi offensive 
against unemployment beginning 
March 21 was announced by Goeb- 
bels as thousands cheered. 

Surveying the nazi regime, now one 
year old, Goebbels told the brilliant 
assembly, including many foreign dip- 
lomats, that Chancellor Hitler's eco- 
nomic policy “had brought success ex- 
ceeding expectations of the most san- 
cuine optimists, despite the terrible 
legacy of mismanageinent left by the 
previous regime.”

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In Georgia's Fields and Streams

This is the season of the year 
when the mole salamandefs emerge 
from the ground and go down to the 
water to breed. Scientifically knowu 
as the Amystomidae, these sala- 
manders are best found at the breed- 
ing season, when they eongregate in 
the nds, or around Atlanta, in 
the slow streams and rain-pools. 


The cycle F ongg on in something like 
sequence. he first rainy season in 
the spring, following a period of more 
or less mild weather, brings the males 
out of the ground on the way to the 
water. The males always reach the 
ponds first, followed by the females 
within a day or so. One female will 
sometimes form a mating congress 
with two or more males, although 
pairing is’ more common. After a 
few days of courtship, which involves 
a complicated performance on the part 
of the male, internal fertilization by 
means of spermatophores is accom- 
plished. 

The spermatophore is an object that 
reminds one strongly of a diminutive 
collar button made of translucent 
white jelly, there is a basal disk, a 
stalk, and a head like a mushroom. 
These spermatophores are deposited 
on the leaves and water plants by 
the male, and are taken into the 
cloaca of the female. The eggs are 


fertilized as they pass out over the 
spermatophore. 

The egg mass of the ambystomids 
is really a striking object. It is com- 
monly a mass of jelly that makes a 
good double handful. In the mass 
there are small round eggs with large 
vitelli, or membrances, around them. 
If you find the mass late enough, the 
eggs. will almost invariably have a 
greenish cast to them, which is not 
due to intrinsic coloring matter, but 
to the presence of a species of green 
algae. After hatching, the larvae 
stay in the water for a full year, un- 
til the gills are lost, when they take 
to the land. In their third season, 
they, too, are ready to breed, and join 
the vernal pilgrimage to the pools 
with their parents. 

The mole salamander species most 
commonly found in Georgia is Am- 
bystoma opacum, the marbled sala- 
mander. I have written of this spe- 
cies before in this column. There is 
another, known as the spotted sala- 
mander, or Ambystoma maculatum, 
which is sometimes found, but which 
is much more rare. The rarest of the 
three so far discovered in Georgia is 
the tiger salamander, Ambystoma 
tigrinum, which is true to its name 
in being irregularly marked in yellow 
and black.

Alden was well known for his lib- 
eral views, although he sometimes 
said of himself that he was a “Puri- 
tan,” as his ancestors had been for 
nine generations.

AN INTERESTING EXPERIMENT. 

The Quitman Free Press is one 
of the outstanding weekly news- 
papers of Georgia. It is edited 
and published by Royal Daniel, 


who started his newspaper career 


on The Constitution many years 
ago. 

For years the Free Press, like 
most of the other weekly newspa- 
pers of the state, set its news re- 
ports and. editorial comment in 
what is known as “light face 
8-point’ type. Despite the fact 
that his newspaper has long been 
a fine example of well-printed 
newspapers, Editor Daniel some 
months ago began to receive com- 
plaint from some of his elderly 
readers that they found difficulcy 
in reading their copies of the Tree 
Press. 

All sizes of type come in classi- 
fications of light, bold, etc. the 
only difference being that the lines 
of the letters in the bold type ire 
heavier than those in the light. All 
newspapers now use the light face 
type in the presentation of the 
bulk of their features, using the 
black type generally to emphasize 
brief news flashes or paragraphs 
of importance in news stories or 
editorials. 

There is no variation in the 
number of words to the column, 
whether light or bold type is used. 

As an experiment, Editor Daniel 


‘decided to set his entire paper for 


a time in bold type—and he has 
been flooded with commendatory 
letters not only from those who 
found difficulty in reading the pa- 
per before, but from others who, 
while satisfied with its former ap- 
pearance, like its increased reada- 
bility. 

So general has been the 
proval given to Mr. Daniel's 
periment that he regards it 
longer as an experiment but as a 
fixture for the Free Press.

THE THREAT OF MONOXIDE. 
The tragic death of nine Dart- 


'mouth students from carbon mon- 


oxide gas calls attention to the 
rapid increase in deaths from this 
cause. 

The threat of death from carbon 
monoxide poisoning gives the vic- 
tim no notice of its approach. 
Whether in a closed room or an 
automobile, the only effect of the 
presence of this poison in the air 
is a rapidly increasing drowsiness, 
from which the victim seldom 
takes warning in time to prevent 
death. 

This was undoubtedly the case 
with the Dartmouth students to 
whom death came in their sleep, 
and with the Kentucky family killed 
a few days ago by the escaping 
fumes from a stove. 

The alarming degree of increase 
in these deaths is indicated in a 
report of the Ohio department of 
health, which puts the loss of life 
from this source as equal to that 
from drowning of swimmers in 
summer and the breaking through 
thin ice of skaters in winter. 

Figures gathered by the National 
Safety Council from data secured 
by the United States census bureau 
reveal that deaths from carbon 
monoxide poisoning are increasing 
more rapidly than from any other 
type of accidental fatalities, having 
grown from 123 in 1924 to 487 
in 1931. 

Most deaths from this gas occur 
in residential garages, incident to 
the warming up of motors during 
cold weather. The gas is odor- 
less, invisible and tasteless, and if

ABDICATION WASHINGTON, March 4.—The orthodox econ- 

omists have taken to the bush again.

When it was announced, they folded up and silently stole away. 

They do not care to combat the administration. But they will drag 

you behind a bush and tell you the idea is probably the last word 
in amateur economies. 

Their view is interesting, if not convincing. 

WORKINGS They say we cannot sell any appreciable amount 

of® goods abroad, éspecially agricultural goods. 
Our prices are generally higher than world prices. No demand 
exists. The foreigners have no money to pay for anything. 

The only way we can sell anything at all abroad is to take away 
the market now held by some other country. To do that we must 
offer something in return. The proposal is that we offer specific 
reductions in tariff, so a foreign nation can send us her goods in 
‘return. . 

We cannot permit cheap importations of industrial products, 
because that would hurt our industry and increase unemployment. 
We cannot import agricultural products, because we have too much 
of them now. 

In fact, we cannot import anything, except goods not now pro- 
duced by us. That limits the field to trivialities. 


SOFT-PEDAL These skeptics believe it is significant that the 
two countries we are proceeding to promote 
trade with first are: Russia and Cuba. Neither of them could buy 
a dime’s worth of our surplus agricultural products. Russia has 
too much of her own farm goods now and Cuba does not use any. 
The only way these two countries can buy even what they need 
here is by having our government finance their credit. yo private 
banker would take the risk involved in advancing credit to them at 
this time. What we will take from them is not apparent; probably 
only their I. O. U.’s. 

Mr. Roosevelt knows all this. They are good reasons for be- 
lieving that the Wallace-Peek-Tugwell foreign trade promotion plan 
will be administered on a much smaller scale than the public an- 
nouncements now indicate. 

They will get out of it what they can, but they do not really 


expect as much as they- say they do.

There are reasons for be- 
lieving Dern and MacArthur will have a hard time getting anything 
out of McSwain’s committee, unless they give the air corps what it 
wants. 
If the thing goes on, they will probably have to call out the 


marines. 
NAMES It was more than a co-incidence that the cotton produc- 
tion control bill is known as the Bankhead-Bankhead bill.

DOLLFUSS SCORNS 


Austrian Chancellor 
Promises New Constitu- 
tion Within a Week. 


VILLACH, Austria, March 4.—) 
Police were required to restore order 
today when a crowd of Austrian 
nazis shouted “Heil Hitler!’ and 
hoisted swastika banners at the con- 
clusion of an address by Chancellor 
Engelbert Dollfuss. 

Thirty of the nazis were jailed. 

The little chancellor, bitter foe of 
naziism, had just assured a mass 
meeting that a new constitutiin will 
replace the recently discarded.one of 
the republic within a week. 

It will be based, Dollfuss said, on 
the pope’s encyclical, “Quadra Gesimo 
Anno,” and will be maintained in- 
violate against any efforts of “those 
who follow false profits.” 

Despite recent events, Dollfuss 
said, his government is not filled 
with a desire for revenge but streteh- 
ed out “a friendly hand” to everyone. 

Stresses Christian Spirit. 

“Christian love must unite all sec- 
tions of the populace,” the leader as- 
serted. “Our youth must be trained 
in the Christian spir:t, but at the same 
time every man must be guaranteed 
freedom of his conscience.” 

His address came on the first an- 
niversary of the abolition of the 
Austrian parliament and _ Dollfuss’ 
rigid rule. 

The premier, in his fight against 
socialists and nazis, is ruling by de- 
cree, having shelved the constitution 
of the republie. 

Referring to changes which have 
taken place since the death of parlia- 
ment a year ago, Dollfuss said “we 
have all undergone a spiritual trans- 
formation in the last year. To our joy 
we have discovered a conception of 
Austria which again makes it our 
homeland. 

Assails Demagozuery. 

“We wear again as soldiers and of- 
ficers the old uniform to shuw we 
are true Austrians with no reason 
to be ashamed of our past. We have 
also had to clear away much of the 
filth and trash of demagoguery. 

“We are determined once again to 
live together in the true Christian 
spirit because we are convinced that 
people are happier that way. 

“We cannot be brutal—that is not 
our nature—but we are firm and 
ruthless and will continue to be so 
if necessary to preserve peace and 
order.” 

After announcing that a new con- 
stitution would be forthcoming within 
an week, the chancellor explained that 
it would not take full effect immedi- 
ately, because reorganization of the 
government to conform to it would 
still be under way. 

It will be an authoritative constitu- 
tion for a corporative state form, but 
the provinces will still retain, he 
said, “essentially” their old auton- 
omy.

when word was received here that 2 
“resident of Chicazo” had made an 
offer to be proclaime:] monarch. 

The newspaper FE] Sol reported re- 
ceipt of a letter from the state coun- 
cil of the tiny nation. lvine in the 
mountains between Spain and France, 
declaring that such an offer had been 
made by the mysterious stranger from 
Chicage. 

The letter. without mentioning his 
name, tended to support rumors that | 
Samuel Insull, fugitive Chieago utili- 
ties eperator now in Greece, had made | 
a rich offer to the Andorrans to per- | 
mit him to hecome their ruler. The. 
move would gain Unsu!l asylum from 
extradition to the United Stetes, 
where he faces trial on charees of 
fraud. growing out of the collapse of 
his utilities empire. 

The Spanish newspaper said the 
Andorran council's note added the 
government had refused to discuss the 
offer. It was not taken seriously by 
the councillors, the letter said. reveal- 
ing absolute itnorance of Andorra’s 
political constitution. 

The revelation, however, that the 
offer came from a man resident at 
one time in Chicago was regarded as 
highly significant here. Insull, it 
was pointed oft. must depart from 
Athens this week, his permit to re- 
main haying expired, and the Greeks 
intimating they are in no mood to 
consider further extensions.

TAXES AND BUDGETS 
BEFORE LEGISLATURES 


Mississppi, South Carolina, 
Virginia Assemblies To 
Resume Work. 


By the Associated Press. 

Tax programs and budget problems 
will occupy the attention of legisla- 
tures in Mississippi, South Carolina 
and Virginia today. 

In Mississippi the lower house will 
turn to a consideration of biennial ap- 
propriations, one of the last unsettled 
issues in the way of adjournment. Re- 
form bills and dry law modification 
proposals also are scheduled to come 
before the legislature this week. 

The Mississippi house appropria- 
tions committee has approved a $16,- 
800,000 appropriations- program, but 
many agencies, including the Missis- 
sippi Education Association, may seek 
more money. 

Two major bills still are pending 
before the Virginia general assembly 
—the budget and the administration 
taxation program. The senate plans 
to consider the budget bill today and 
later start on the governor's tax bill 
for schools. 

The sub-committee of the South 
Carolina senate studying state rev- 
enue plans to resume deliberations to- 
day on the possibility of . raising 
$1,750,000 in additional funds esti- 
mated as necessary to increase teach- 
er pay 10 per cent and extend the 
state school term from six to eight 
months. 

A general sales tax of 2 or 3 per 
cent has been suggested and also & 
manufacturer's tax and a doubled hy- 
dro-electric levy for the purpose.

The threat of an epidemic of mea- 
sles reared its head Sunday in the 
tornado-stricken communities of Car- 
rollton and Bowdon, which last week 


bore the brunt of wind and only Sat- 
urday were pelted by torrential rains.

The city of LaGrange was 
the first to subscribe its quota. Drives 
for funds are being made in other 
cities and towns.

Will Have ‘Confidence’ as Slogan 


“Confidence” is to be the slogan 
for National Business Women’s Week. 
to be observed March 11-17; confi- 
dence in the country, its government 
and in industry; confidence in wom- 
anhood and confidence in the Nation- 


al Federation of Business and Pro- 
fessional Women’s Clubs which spon- 
sors this movement; confidence in the 
10-year objective of the federation, 
adopted in 1931, which calls for a 
study of economic and social problems, 
and for constructive work in educa- 
tion. in housing, recreation and the 
employment of leisure; for construc- 
tive economy in government, in relief 
and in unemployment. 


Observed by the more than 1,350 
clubs of the federation, who invite 
other organizations to join in the ob- 
servance, National Business Women’s 
Week is significant of the position of 
the business and professional woman 
in the program of economic and social 
recovery. The campaign to restore 
10,000 unemployed “white collar” 
women to employment before March 
11, is a concrete illustration of the 
earnestness with which business and 
professional women are meeting their 
responsibility. This plan of re-em- 
ployment is the result of a conference 
at the White House recently at which 
40 women leaders considered the prob- 
lem of America’s unemployed women. 

Mrs. Geline MacDonald Bowman, 
of Richmond, Va., president of the 
National Federation of Business and 
Professional Women, who participat- 
ed in the conference, appointed 10 
outstanding business women to act as 
chairmen of national committees help- 
ing to guide this work of rehabilita- 
tion. Mrs. Bowman has been invited 
by Mrs. Roosevelt to present at the 
White House the state representative 
whose clubs report the greatest num- 
ber of women, in proportion to mem- 
hership. re-employed because of the 
campaign. and Mrs. Roosevelt, honor- 
ary member of the federation, will 
give the results of this effort in for- 
mally opening National Business 
Business Women’s Week in a nation- 
wide  bhroadceast Monday - evening, 
March 12. It is interesting that a 
southern member of the federation, 
Mrs.. Ellen S. Woodward, of Missis- 
sippi, is national director of wom-

women’s projects for the CWA in 
Georgia. The local club of business 
and professional women, Miss Mande 
Sewell, president, is sharing in this 
responsibility, a special committee be- 
ing at work to secure the club’s pro- 
portionate number of positions for 
unemployed women. 

The program of the Atlanta club 


for National Business Women’s Week 
is being sponsored by the public re- 
lations committee, and will include a 
dinner at the Henry Grady hotel on 
Tuesday evening, March 13, with Miss 
Marjorie Shuler, of New York, as 
guest speaker: a meeting open to the 
public later in the week and a “‘con- 
sumers’ luncheon” on Safurday, March 
17, in addition to radio broadcasts, 
round-tables and a breakfast on Sun- 
day morning, March 18, at the coun- 
try home of Mr. and Mrs. James E. 
Fuller, as an anti-climax to the 
week's activities. 

Miss Shuler. who is corresponding 
secretary of the national federation, 
is an unusually interesting figure. She 
only recently returned from a two 
months’ flying trip in Latin America, 
where she visited practically all south- 
ern and Central American countries, 
including the French penal colony at 
Cayenne, crossing the Andes from 
Chile to the Argentine and arriving 
in Montevideo for the Pan-American 
conference at that point. She also 
visited Bolivia and Paraguay, and 
went back into the jungle country 
from several of the ports of the Pan- 
American Airways. This extended trip 
was. in connection with a series of 
articles she is writing for the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor, to which she 
is a regular contributor.

A group of college girls have been 
having a long drawn out argument 
over the old question, “Who is better 


and Jost it or the person who has 
always been poor?” They would like 
the matter discussed in this column. 
The poet Tennyson musing on a sim- 
ilar theme wrote these lines that are 
hackneyed with much use: 

“T hold it true, whate’er befall; 

I feel it when I sorrow most, 

’Tis better to have loved and lost 

Than never to have loved at all.” 


The personal equation enters into 
the answer to the question, “Is it 
better to have had and lost or bet- 
ter never to have had money.” 
What sort of character did the in- 
dividual have to begin with? How 
did he or she use the gift of love 
or money? How did the use of it 
influence character? What was 
left when the gift was lost or taken 
away? These are the points in the 
personal equation that must deter- 
mine the individual’s answer. 


Once upon a time there was a 
young man who was morally weak 
and financially poor. His poverty 
protected him against the indulgences 
that he would naturally succumb to. 
He was a born gambler but having 
no money and having a family de- 
pendent upon his small earnings he 
had to confine his games of chance 
to the flipping of a coin to decide 
who should pay for the drug store 
luncheon or the five-cent drink. -He 
would have chosen to run with a fast 
set that mixed cocktails and poured 
highballs and flung wild parties but 
he didn’t have enough cash to hold 
up his end of the fun so he was 
checkmated in that choice.

He 
plunged into reckless extravagance 
and pretty soon the bootleggers, 
eard sharks and parasites had ef- 
fected a transfer of most of’ his 
fortune.

Fringe Finishes Everything From Dresses to Curtains.

A suggestion which Nancy's friend 
gave regarding curtains and fringe 
seemed quite New Yorkish and worth 
while to Nancy and to her club to 
whom she passed on the information. 

“Fringe is being used a great deal. 
Not only is it found on dresses but 
on chairs as the trimming for the 


upholstered pieces. It takes the place 
of the welted seam. Brush braid is 
its nearest rival at present. Then 
fringe is used on lamp shades. Some- 
times the silk or paper shade has row

But there is another place wheré 
fringe is at home and that is on 
curtains. 

For instance, if windows seem tog 
high and you do not want to use a 
valance or fitted cornice you might 
put rows of fringe down toward the 
bottom of the curtain.

Tonight in Macon, they will honor 
the memory of what probably was 
the cleanest-cut figure that pugilism 
ever produced—W. L. (Young) Strib- 
ing. 

A number of nationally-known fight- 
ers have accepted invitations to par- 
ticipate in the memorial program for 
the purpose of erecting a statue to 
this great Georgian who lost his life 
last October. 

Among those invited was a young 
fighter from Cairo, Ga., called Joe 
Knight, who is just rising to na- 
tional prominence in the boxing pro- 
fession to which Young Stribling gave 
the 12 best years of his life. 

It is unfortunate that Joe Knight 
cannot be present at this worthwhile 
function, for sentimental, if no other 
reasons. For Joe Knight hails from 
the same section of the state in which 
Bill Stribling was born—south Geor- 
ia. 
“ Bainbridge, where Stribling was 
born on December 26, 1904, is not so 
very far from Cairo, Ga., the syrup- 
making center where Joe Knight first 
saw the light of day. 

It is good that Georgia has a fight- 
er to carry on in place of the gallant 
Stribling, the boy that everybody Liked. 
Joe Knight is clean-cut and likeable 
as was Young Stribling. Aml che 
boy, judging from the progress he is 
making. has a real future as a fighter. 

Bill Stribling never won a national 
championship, although he challenged 
for many. 

ALMOST WON TITLE. 

A few weeks ago Joe Knight, the 
young Georgia light-heavyweight, m:ss- 
ed winning by the margin of a glove- 
lace in his fight with Maxey Rosen 
bloom at Miami. He got a draw, but 
he fought a good battle and might 
ave won the decision in anything elsv 
than a title bout. Judges and referees 
are reluctant to take a champions 
crown away without a decisive margin 
to work on. But Joe Knight is com- 
ing to the front rapidly and ft is to 
be reasonably expected that some day 
he will win the light-heavyweight title, 
for he is one of few outstanding con- 
tenders in that division. as 

The. fight with Rosenbloom, inci- 
dentally the last man to fight Bili 
Stribling before the latter’s death, 
was one of -several that Georgia Joe 
Knight has waged with that veteran 
campaigner. 

The others were non-title affairs, 
but in all of them Joe Knight gave 
a good account of himself against the 
cagey Rosenbloom. 

Knight, who faced the usual handi- 
eap of a southpaw getting into the 
so-called “big shots,” has had just 
enough experience now to make things 
interesting for any of the top-notch- 
ers. He has fought well against other 
good men. 

HARD TO GET AT. 

Like all southpaws, Knight is hard 
to get at. And what is more, the boy 
has a real punch. 

It is an interesting comparison that 
all three of Georgia’s nationally

known fighters — Stribling, Tiger 
Flowers and Knight—were possessed 
of good left hands. Stribling was not 
a natural southpaw, but possessed a 
real left. He developed it early in 
his career and’ always had it. 

With good handling, Joe Knight 
should get to the top. The fates were 
unkind to Stribling and Tiger Flow- 
ers in taking them away from this 
world early in their career. Oddly 
enough, Sammy Buchanan, a welter- 
weight from Waycross, Ga., was an- 
other good young fighter who was a 
victim of death while comparatively 
young in years. The dice rolled a 
three for Georgia in their eases. 

All of Georgia’s fighters have borne 
the mark of tragedy. Maybe Jve 
Knight will be an exception. At one 
time, Pa Stribling tried to add him 
to his stable. If he had, Pa would 
still be managing a winner.

Report on Bankhead Bill 
Stirs Market, Decline in 
Early Trading Is Virtu- 
ally Cancelled. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 4.—(P) 
While trading in the cotton contract 
market was rather restricted during 
the greater part of the. week owing 
to the delay in the progress of the 
Bankhead bill now before congress 
and fears that the measure would be 
shorn of its compulsory features, 
business picked up considerably in 
the closing days of the period, after 
the house committee on agriculture 
favorably reported the bill in form 
‘which traders believed would be ef- 
fective. 

Buying, which had been restricted ” 
in early week, 
close and prices, whicl had declined 
40 points from the close of last week. 
recovered all the loss and the close 
showed a net loss for the week of 
only 1 to 2 points. 


The impression that the Bankhead 
measure will get through congress 
without important amendment and 
at an early date stimulated buying 
during the two last days of the week 
and longs replaced contracts they 
had sold and shorts covered freely, 
finding contracts scarce when they 
endeavored to buy back what they 
had sold. 

The foreign markets, especially 
Liverpool, were influenced by the ad- 
vices from Washington as to the 
Bankhead bill and by the proposal 
to revise the tariff. Manchester re- 
ported an improved demand for cloth, 
particularly from India and more ac- 
tivity in yarns. 

Exports during the week were fair- 
ly liberal both to Europe and the 
orient, and the total exports for the 
season to date now show but a small 
decrease compared with last season.
